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THE COVER HORSE 


With Jota Jota (Pete Anderson up) and 
Nile Lily. the Cain Hoy Stable of Harry F. 
Guggenheim seemed to have the best 3- 
year-old fillies at Keeneland. For the 
Ashland Stakes on April 18 the entry was 
an odds-on favorite, principaliy on the 
strength of Nile Lily’s splendid control 
of her stablemate and 9 others at 6 fur- 
longs on the opening program. 

In the Ashland, however, it was Jota 
Jota. The Double Jay filly, whose best 
race last year was a second to Alanesian 
in the Spinaway Stakes, came from about 
7 lengths off the pace on the stretch turn 
to gobble up the struggling Lori-El and 
Nile Lily in the last sixteenth. It was her 
second victory in 4 starts this year.

How Fur Is a Furlong? 


A telephone caller who did not give his 
name began by asking if we could tell 
him the origin of the word furlong. We 
hadn't looked it up since Man o’ War was 
a suckling, but we understood that the 
etymologists usually accepted the deriva- 
tion from the Anglo-Saxon words for 
furrow and long (furh-lang, they turned 
out to be when we went to the dictionary 
later). But any good dictionary should 
give him the best guess of the etymologists, 
who are among the most resourceful 
guessers in the world. 

“Yes. I have a good dictionary,” the 
man said, “but it doesn’t give the deriva- 
tion of the word.” 

This remark startled us slightly, and 
we were about to run for the big book 
when we were surprised by a final ques- 
tion: 

“What is a furlong?” 

We told the man it was an eighth of a 
mile, but did not go so far as to ask what 
the devil he had been doing with that 
dictionary. He said thank you and hung 
up. It wasn’t difficult to understand his 
confusion. The whole Anglo-Saxon system 
of weights and measures has been outdated 
by the metric system, and its clumsiness 
is pretty well indicated by a measure of 
distance which is “as long as a furrow.” 
(It is doubtful whether any 2 furrows were 
ever the same length.) A furlong is 40 
rods. A rod is 25 feet. A foot is 3 hands. 
A hand is 4 inches. 

The papers say that the bushel is “on 
its way out” as a measure of bulk, partly 
because it means different things in 
different places, partly because it is being 
superseded by pound measurements. (A 
pound is 16 ounces, or 12 ounces, depend- 
ing on whether you're selling fertilizer or 
benzedrine.) Perhaps the descendants of 
the Anglo-Saxons will persevere long 
enough to lay aside the whole antiquated 


system of weights and measures based on 
the width of a hand, the length of an 
extraordinary foot, the length of a furrow, 
and all the rest of the foolishness, much 
of it already so impractical and useless 
that a man doesn’t know the difference 
between a furlong and a handsaw. 


Wayne Dinsmore at 77

The note is one of Wayne Dinsmore’s 
infinite variations on a lifetime theme of 
loyalty to the horse and to loyal horsemen. 
Dinsmore was born in Iowa, and by the 
time he was 8 years old was riding round- 
ups at the family’s ranch in western South 
Dakota. He worked his way through Iowa 
State College and remained there 7 years 
as instructor in animal husbandry before 
moving to Chicago as executive secretary 
of the Percheron Society of America. In 
1920 he became executive secretary of the 
Horse Association of America, and he re- 
tained that post until the organization was 
dissolved in 1949, Since then, still keeping 
his offices at 407 South Dearborn Street 
in Chicago, he has continued as a sort of 
one-man Association for the Preservation, 
Protection, and Proliferation of the 
Pleasure Horse. 


Dinsmore, now 77 years old and 4 times 
a grandfather, stil! keeps his white Anglo- 
Arab Raffif in the combination stable and 
garage which he built at his Longwood 
Drive home 35 years ago, and still rides 
4 or 5 days a week over the nearby riding 
trails which he laid out in the Beverly 
Hills forest preserve in 1922. Horseback 
riding, he said recently to an interviewer 
from the Chicago Daily Tribune, “helps 
keep you in good physical condition.” It 
was about the 17,500th time he had made 
this remark.

10 Years to Leallah 


It was late-morning of Wednesday April 
2. and trainer Mackenzie Miller, looking 
a hit peaked. dropped down at a table in 
the Keeneland kitchen. The night before 
he had addressed a dinner meeting of the 
Ohio Valley Thoroughbred Club in Cincin- 
nati. Now. braced by 5 hours of sleep. 
he had finished most of the daily training 
routine at Barn E; 3 sets of horses had 
been taken to the track, reinspected, and 
put away again. The cup of tea would 
tide him over until he got another set out 
and back and finished his daily reports 
and other chores. 

The Keeneland kitchen is a congenial 
place during the morning, and the first 
visitor at Miller’s table was John Ward, 
the quiet. gentlemanly trainer whose farm 
and training stable adjoins the Keene- 
land property. Ward at one time had 
spoken to the Ohio horsemen. and_ this 
morning he and Miller compared notes. 

“One thing that I told them was that I 
think it’s usually a mistake to start 2- 
year-olds trained in Kentucky before May,” 
Miller said. Ward said he had discussed 
the problem of handling owners—especi- 
ally the owner who has been in the sport 
just long envugh to acquire a little bit of 
knowledge and a lot of well-meaning ad- 
Visers. 

“The best of all is the man who has 
been in the business long enough to real- 
ize that good horses don’t come along 
very often, and it’s not the trainer's fault 
if you don’t win every race,” Ward said. 

Miller and trainer Edgar Brumfield, who 
had stopped by in time to hear Ward’s 
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remarks, agreed that a difficult horse was 
to be preferred to a difficult owner. On 
this note of concord the 3 dispersed to 
finish their morning work. 

Walking back to his barn, Miller said. 
“That's one thing I have to be thankful for 
with my stable. Almost all of my owners 
have been in the business long enough to 
know that you are going to be disappoint- 
ed sometimes.” 


First Job: Groom 


Miller’s clients are Charlton Clay, Dr. 
Eslie Asbury, Ned W. Brent, Forrest H. 
Lindsay. E. L. Friedberg, Dr. Lewis Aitken. 
Andrew Shinkle. M. H. Woody, and Jack 
Denis. Most of these men were aware 
of the disappointments of racing long be- 
fore they became clients of Miller. They 
had learned to take their defeats philoso- 
phically, and they were the sort a young 
trainer needed. 

Mack Miller is tall and strong, and 35 
years old. He came up swiftly in the 
Thoroughbred sport. Less than 10 years 
ago he was a groom at Calumet Farm; in 
1956 he had under saddle one of the 
country’s leading 2-year-old fillies, Leallah. 
and the Selima Stakes winner Lebkuchen. 

Miller was one of 3 sons of the late 
Scott Miller Sr., an official of the South- 
eastern Greyhound Lines who for 25 years 
enjoyed the luxury of owning a few Thor- 
oughbreds. “It was a hobby with Dad.” 
Mack said. “He never made any money 
with horses. but he enjoyed having a few 
broodmares and racing a couple of horses 
at small tracks. I didn’t do much work 
with the horses when I was growing up. 
but sometimes I would go to River Downs.

or wherever the horses were, and walk a 
few hots during the summer months.” 

Miller’s family lived in Versailles. Ky.. 
a small. low-tax. farm-made town 13 miles 
west of Lexington. and he and one of his 
brothers still live there. The Millers lived 
in town, and the broodmares were boarded 
at Fred Foster’s farm north of Lexington. 

“T knew practically nothing about horse 
farms when I went to work at Calumet.” 
Mack said. 

The decision to make racing his career 
was delayed until 1947. After graduation 
from Bolles Military Academy in Florida 
in 1941, Miller had entered the University 
of Kentucky. !n March, 1942. aimost be- 
fore he learned the difference between 
Patterson and Boyd Halls, he was called 
to the Army. After his discharge in 
January, 1946. he returned to U. K. He 
stuck it out until August, 1947. 

‘Before the fall quarter started in 1947,” 
he said, “I decided to leave college. I was 
a mediocre studeat. and I thought I would 
like to try to learn something about the 
horse business. I asked Paul Ebelhardt

CALIFORNIA 


Prospects, Prospectors 


Los AnceLtes. Among the stables 
assembling at Hollywood Park for the 
opening of the rich spring and summer 
racing season on May 9 is that of Alfred 
Vanderbilt. At the helm is trainer Bill 
Winfrey. who every day is looking more 
like a Westerner than a successful young 
man from Manhattan. 

Sporting a cowboy hat. tight riding 
pants, and Western boots, Winfrey has 
gone native for this meeting, and intends 
to remain that way for some time to come. 
Vanderbilt's stable. according to present 
plans. will remain in California long after 
Hollywood Park closes. 

For the first time the famous cerise and 
white-diamond silks will campaign at Del 
Mar. then will complete the California 
circuit by racing in the San Francisco area 
next fall and at Santa Anita in the winter. 

Hollywood Park fans have ample reason 
to remember Winfrey. The last time he 
was at Inglewood he saddled Social Out- 
cast for a clear-cut victory in the Sunset 
Handicap. The only time he ever was at 
Hollywood Park for an entire meeting 
Winfrey was the leading trainer of the 
season. That was in 1950, when Holly- 
wood conducted a split spring-fall meet- 
ing because of the rebuilding program 
after its fire. 

Winfrey expects no such success this 
time. because he is now in the process of 
rebuilding the Vanderbilt stable practic- 
ally from scratch. After its dispersal last 
summer, the stable was left with the 
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(center) second, 


older stakes performers Social Outcast 
and Find—and not a great deal else. 

Find. whose dappled coat reflects his 
superb condition, is being pointed for the 

$100.000-added Californian 

Stakes early in the meeting, and_ will 
appear in stakes on the first 3 Saturdays 
of the season. Social Outcast will see 
action later, with the Gold Cup and Sunset 
as his main chjectives. 

Both Social Outcast and Find are 7 now. 
and are getting a little mileage on them. 

Future hopes of the stable are wrapped 
up in the younger horses. Winfrey has 
14 2-year-olds. none of which has started 
yet, and he has tabbed 4 as especially 
promising. 

Two are colts by Discovery. which con- 
tinues to send fine horses to the races. 
One is Treasure Hunt, out of Now What, 
making him a half-brother to Next Move, 
and the other is Hip Hip Hooray, which 
gets his name from his dam. Hula. 
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and the other half of the Cain Hoy entry, Nile Lily, finished third. 


The fillies which look best at this stage 
are Try Hard. by *Endeavour I1—Irisen, 
and Stumbling Block, by Stone Age—Balk. 
ing. As you can see. the Vanderbilt 
runners, as usual, are all fitted with catchy 
names. For instance. a 2-year-old_ by 
Solidarity—Grass Shack is called Well 
Stacked. Another by County Delight will 
race under the name of Village Idiot. and 
a colt by Discovery—When In Rome will 
appear in the entries soon as Archaeology. 


2-Horse Stable 


Another interesting stable on hand for 
the Hollywood Park campaign is the 2 
horse outfit owned and trained by Jack 
LaBelle, who gained a measure of fame by 
saddling *El Chama to win the 1955 
Laurel International. That was the year 
that LaBelle. a native of Saginaw, Mich. 
was the leading trainer in Venezuela. 
With 748 starters, he had 119 winners and 
registered 91 seconds and 71 thirds. 


LaBelle is not only a colorful and fluent 
personality, but a game one. Star of his 
small stable is the filly *Tana Linda, a 
winner of 6 classics—or stakes—in Vene- 
zuela. and LaBelle is planning to start her 
in the $100.000-added Californian, con- 
vinced that she will more than hold her 
own against the top horses at Hollywood 
Park. 

“She is only 2 works away from a race 
now.” LaBelle said when I stopped by his 
barn for a look at the lovely *Tané 
Linda. LaBelle says she holds the world 
record of 1:2834 for 71% furlongs. although 
no record for that distance is listed in the 
American Racing Manual. 

LaBelle had a price of $125,000 o

*Tana Linda when he first shipped her to 
Hollywood Park. but he now says that he 
no longer is eager to sell her. His other 
horse. *Festin, he values at $25,000. 
*Festin raced creditably against *Holandes 
Il and other horses which have come up 
from the Argentine lately. 

LaBelle has been in racing nearly all his 
life. He followed in his dad’s footsteps 
by starting his career in the trotting sport. 
but in 1928 switched to Thoroughbreds 
and has been with them ever since. In 1952 
he accepted an offer to train one of the 
top stables of Venezuela, and has been 
there ever since. At the present time he’s 
on a postman’s holiday, and will return 
to Venezuela when the Hollywood Park

KENTUCKY 


Folkways and Raceways 


The government of Kentucky. like that 
of other Southern states. is a modified 
form of democracy. tenuously derived from 
the feudal methods employed by the Nor- 
man kings to educate the Anglo-Saxons 
in history. specifically to let them know 
who had won the Battle of Hastings. It 
is a political pyramid of personal fealties 
and sub-fealties, and the governor who 
would stand effectively at the top of this 
pyramid must be strong enough to assume 
the legislative function as well as the 
executive. 

The legislators, some of whom attempt 
to initiate legislation, are a considerable 
source of vexation to the governor. but in 
the end they do as he tells them, some be- 
cause they accept the necessity for a unified 
program, others because they learn from 
experience where the bullwhip hangs. In 
order to maintain the efficiency of this 
feudal system the executive must take ad- 
vantage of whatever punishments and re- 
wards are available. 

The present governor, whose proficiency 
in political in-fighting is unexcelled, last 
year set up an ambitious and constructive 
program and skillfully herded the mutter- 
ing legislators into approval of it. One of 
the bellwethers to whom he incurred an 
obligation was Thomas Patrick  Fitz- 
patrick, of Covington, speaker of the 
House of Representatives. An opportunity 
for granting Fitzpatrick a fief in reward for 
his loyalty appeared fortuitously in the 
field of horse racing. 

The Kentucky State Racing Commission 
had granted dates for 37 days of racing, 
from August 24 through October 5, to a 
group which proposed to build a new La- 
tonia course at Florence, about a dozen 
miles from Cincinnati. At the end of 1956 
not even the bulldozers had finished, and 
it became apparent that Latonia would not 
be ready in time to fill the dates. 

_Into this breach stepped the Northern 
Kentucky Turf Association, whose articles 
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of incorporation were filed late in Feb- 
ruary. President of the organization was 
Thomas Patrick Fitzpatrick. Vice presi- 
dent and treasurer was G. J. Gallivan. gen- 
eval manager of the Kentucky Insurance 
Agency. whose principal stockholder is 
Leslie Combs II, chairman of the racing 
commission. Secretary was James L. Clay. 
Lexington attorney. 

Meeting at Keeneland on April 18. the 
racing commission appointed by Gov. A. 
B. Chandler granted the Northern Ken- 
tucky Turf Association a license to con- 
duct running races at Kentucky Raceways. 
a trotting track at Florence. This week 
the commission may meet again to consider 
the Fitzpatrick-Gallivan organization’s for- 
mal request for the dates vacated by 
Latonia. 

Kentucky Raceways has a 5-furlong 
track. a new bleacher-type grandstand. a 


The Kentucky Trotting Commission al- 
ready has granted the Kentucky Harness 
Racing Association the privilege of con- 
ducting 40 days of racing at Kentucky 
Raceways in 1957, from July 15 to Aug- 
ust 29, 

Representatives of the prospective 
Latonia course presented a progress report 
at the April 18 meeting of the racing com- 
mission, and were assured that the track, if 
ready. would be granted 1958 dates com- 
parable to those it is forfeiting this year. 

Members of the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission are Leslie Combs II, chair- 
man. Frazer D. LeBus Jr., vice chairman, 
Samuel M. Look, Clarence Kirchdorfer, 
Catesby Clay.

Nash leased 
Bolin’s contract from George Julian and 
put him to work. 

Bolin rode Nash’s La Verite on Monday, 
April 9, in a 6-furlong race. He broke 
the filly alertly, held her in fourth place 
to the stretch turn. then turned her loose 
on the outside for a neck victory. On 
the basis of that performance, Nash sent 
La Verite and Bolin back the next Satur. 
day in the $25,000 Biscayne Bay Handicap 
against Federal Hill. She won again. 

“T was a little surprised to beat Federal 
Hill,” Nash said. “I think he’s the third. 
best 3-year-old around. I told Harrel to 
take it easy on La Verite — no use trying 
to run with Federal Hill and True Verdict 
Ley behind ‘em. I told the kid. and when 
they start to come back to you. then ge 
at “em. 

“Bolin’s a kid that'll listen. . . . Nicest 
dispositioned kid I’ve ever been around. 
He doesn’t get excited. He’s a good gate 
rider, a hustler like Woodhouse. But he 
knows how to sit on a horse, too. He 
rode La Verite just the way he was sup- 
posed to. 

“T think the kid has to become a top 
rider. He’s light — natural 103-pounder 
—and he’s got his mind set for it. I 
want to take him to New York with me if 
he’s willing to go.” 

Bolin, a good-looking. dark-blond kid. 
returned to Nash’s barn at that point after 
calloping a colt. He proved to be an ex 
tremely polite and pleasant youngster, self- 
assured but not cocky. 

“Yes, sir.” he said in response to a 
question, “La Verite was the biggest win- 
ner I ever had. Did I think I could win 
with her? Well, I haven’t been racing long 
enough to know all about the better horses. 
I knew Federal Hill enough to realize he'd 
be awful tough. I figured maybe I could 
be second in the race. 

“The way La Verite won Monday, going 
three-quarters in 1:10 and 2 and finishing 
fast... 1 knew she was going to run 
geod Saturday. I thought we had a better 
chance than most people thought.” 


Not Much Money, But Home 


Harrel isn’t sure whether he will go 
to New York. 

“T haven’t made the decision yet.” he 
said. “I’m anxious to ride in New York. 
against Arcaro and the other really good 
jockeys. But I’m definitely going to Ca- 
hokia Downs first off. Then maybe I'll 
go to New York after a little while. 

“I know it sounds pretty silly. Fair- 
mount and Cahokia are little tracks and 
there’s not much money there, but I’m av 
fully fond of them. I’ve ridden there ever 
since I started and it’s like going home. 

“Eventually I'll race around the Apple.

I 
know this—I'm never going to leave 
him.” 

Bolin. leading rider at the Sunshine 
Park meeting with 39 winners (despite a 
10-day suspension) was born in Burbank, 
Texas. His parents moved to Lancaster, 
Texas. and Harrel bought his first horse 
at the age of 12. 

“[ only paid $16 for her.” Bolin said. 
“[ got the money working around the 
tewn. picking cotton and okra and doing 
odd jobs. It was a real little filly, no 
special kind. Called her Bitsy. 

“She wasn’t broke at all when I bought 
her; she used to follow me all over town. 
1 couldn't get away from her.” 

Bolin then started chumming with other 
kids who liked horses and started compet- 
ing in rodeos, riding junior bulls and 
broncos. 

“I wanted to get to the races. so I got 
together with Mr. Royce Graham. He 
took me to Oaklawn and Ak-Sar-Ben and 
Dade Park for 2 years, but | wasn’t getting 
to do much galloping of horses. Mainly | 
was just working around the barn. | 
wasn't getting any horses and Mr. Royce 
wasn’t doing any good either. . . . The 
2 of us was barely making a living.” 


Education at Fairmount 


After riding quarter horse races in 
Hurst. Texas, in 1955, Bolin met Julian 
and his fortunes began improving. 

“I learned an awful lot from Mr. 
Graham,” he said, “but I didn’t start to 
really move until I got with Mr. Julian. 
Instead of having me work around the 
barn all the time he had me galloping his 
horses and free-lance galloping. 

“He took me to the races in February 
(1956) at Sunshine and i rode his horse 
Depal for my first mount. He finished 
last. [ rode him again and he beat a horse 
or 2 is all. I rode him a third time and 
he was last again. The only other mount 
I had that meeting was Tenley Boy. He 
beat a horse or 2. It wasn’t a very suc- 
cessful time for me.” 

Julian and Bolin then moved on to Fair- 
mount, where he galloped horses for J. D. 
Mackle and rode all the Mackle horses 
Which got in with light weight. 

“That's where I learned how to handle 
myself in the gate,” he said, “breaking all 
those Mackle horses in the mornings. I 
broke my maiden the first night of the 
Fairmount meeting, on Popnjac. I even 
won on Depal that meeting. 

“I was second-leading apprentice at 
Fsirmount, and the fellow that beat me 
was Mackle’s contract apprentice, fella 
named Mitchell Husser. He was my room- 
mate, too. There was lots of competition

between us. He was a real good rider. 
but he got too big.” 

The next step for Bolin was Cahokia 
Downs. and he got off to a great start. 

“T was getting out in front with my 
horses, and just kept going. I was doing 
very. very good, leading rider at the meet- 
ing. Then I got set down for 10 days for 
careless riding. My fault? I guess so. I 
had a whole lot of horse under me that 
race and no place to go. 

“When I came back Wayne Beck had 
ihe lead and I never did catch him.” 

Bolin rode at Sportsman’s Park next. 
hut couldn't get going. “Couldn't do a 
thing. Lots of seconds but not a single 
winner. When I got to Sunshine. though. 
things started breaking right. [ had 39 
winners. would’a been 50 if I didn't get 
set down again. I hit a colt coming out of 
the gate and he ducked in.” 


Unfamiliar Faces 


Bolin. who rides with a long seat. pre- 
fers a horse that lays about 4 lengths off 
the pace and then responds through the 
stretch. 

“Just like La Verite,” he said, “the kind 
of a horse that looks down the leaders’ 
throats and then goes right to “em when 
you ask. 

“The way I ride, I watch what’s going 
on around me . . . where the other horses 
are and where they're going. what they’re 
likely to do next. I never know who’s rid- 


ing the other horses. I’m too busy check- 
ing the horses to worry about the riders. 
Even when I’m bothered in a race — un- 
less it’s real bad —I can’t tell you who 
the jockey is who bothered me.” 

As Bolin prepared to leave the barn, a 
man came by and asked, jokingly. “How 
abeut giving me the double today, Har- 
rel?” 

Harrel shook his head. “Can’t do that,” 
he said, seriously. “I'm not much of a 
handicapper.” 

“Well. the man said. “you don’t need to 
be a handicapper. You got a good future 
without it.” 

“Yes sir.” said Harrel.

Bold Ruler, *Gallant Man 


New York. You might say that 
*Gallant Man is going to take a flier— 
to the Kentucky Derby. He earned his 
air line ticket by virute of his bang-up 
second to Bold Ruler in the 11%-mile 
Wood Memorial on April 20. and trainer 
John Nerud is determined to give him his 
opportunity. 

Bold Ruler was a legitimate 1-2 shot 
going into the Wood. The Wheatley 
Stable colt ran his race, and maybe a bit 
more, lowering the track record by two- 
fifths of a second. *Gallant Man, in his 
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first race at the distance, came within a 
nose of that record and had Bold Ruler 
beaten a neck in the upper stretch. 


Nothing here is meant to take anything 


away from Bold Ruler. There should be , 


more horses with the courage he showed 
at Jamaica. There should be more rides 
such as Eddie Arearo gave him. There 
should be more races as exciting. But we 
expected it of Bold Ruler. It was *Gallant 
Man which brought out the courage in 
Bold Ruler. the mastery of Arcaro, and 
the thrill of the race. 

The Wood closed Friday with 7 entries, 
and the son of *Nasrullah stood out. In 
addition to the form on Bold Ruler, there 
was the fact that his trainer, James E. 
Fitzsimmons, and his jockey, Arcaro, each 
had won 7 previous Woods without ever 
having combined their talents in victory. 

Six of the starters got off well. Bohemia 
Stable’s Ambehaving slammed into the 
right side of hrs.stall and was left. Willie 
Shoemaker must have felt something 
wrong with the colt’s action, for he tried 
to pull up. While doing so, he glanced 
over his left shoulder to see if he could 
spot anything wrong with the colt’s legs. 
and the saddle slipped forward. Shoe- 
maker lost his purchase and Ambehaving 
took him on an unguided tour of the mile 
track, the rider perched on the top like a 
kid with his feet held above the pedals 
as his bike coasts down a hill. 

Bold Ruler tried to swing wide into 
Jamacia’s first turn, but Arcaro’s strong 
arms over-ruled him. 

With the favorite a bit off the rail, the 


, void quickly was occupied by John J. 


Appelbaum’s Mister Jive, winner of the 
Gotham Stakes a week earlier. With 
Mister Jive pushing him Bold Ruler ran 
the first 2 quarters in 24 seconds each. 

Entering the big turn, Mister Jive began 
to falter, and Bold Ruler edged ahead, but 
not by much. By the middle of the turn 
Mister Jive was decidedly beaten and 
Arearo was watching the retreat over his 
left shoulder. Had he glanced over his 
right shoulder at the three-eighths pole he 
would have seen *Gallant Man. 

John Choquette had started *Gallant 
Man’s run just after leaving the half-mile 
pole. He obviously hoped to slip by while 
the 2 leaders were engaged with each 
other. *Gallant Man made up 4 lengths 
from the five-eighths pole to the three- 
eighths marker, and when he came along- 
side Bold Ruler he was churning. 

*Gallant Man’s rush carried him past 
Bold Ruler, and there was little Arcaro 
could do but gather his horse together to 
stem the challenge. He did this, and 
Bold Ruler responded like a fit horse. 
*Gallant Man got ahead—but not too far. 

Turning for home, *Gallant Man’s rush 
carried him a head, then a neck, in front 
of Bold Ruler. The Wheatley colt never 
let him get away. Outside the eighth- 


pole the margin, whatever it may have 
been. was its greatest. Bold Ruler spent 
the next furlong getting the distance back. 

Arcaro whipped left-handed. as he does 
instinctively when a horse comes up on his 
right. One moment the stick was in the 
right hand, the next moment it was beating 
a tattoo on the left. 

Bold Ruler responded. The last fur- 
long was an inch-by-inch battle with Bold 
Ruler winning by a nose. The margin was 
the difference between $40,800 first money 
and $10.000 second money. 

The nose was the difference between a 
horse which had figured in 3 track marks 
in his last 4 starts and a horse which had 
never been a distance of ground before. 

*Gallant Man had been seen last 2 
weeks ago. on the first Saturday of the 
Jamaica meeting, when he was fourth to 
King Hairan at 6 furlongs. He had 2 
breezes between the 2 races and came to 
the Wood a dead-fit horse. 

As a matter of fact, *Gallant Man had 
breezed only 3 times since he came from 
Florida in March. Starting with the open- 
ing of racing on April 1 his tab reads like 
this: 


1—Gallop. 8—Gallop. 15—Gallop. 
2—Breeze. 9—Gallop. 16—5f, 1:00%. 
3—Walk. 10—Gallop. 17—Walk. 
4—Gallop. 11—Gallop. 18—Gallop. 
5—3f, :36%. 12—Mile, 1:45%. 19—Gallop. 
6—Swift Stakes. 13—Walk. 20—Wood. 
7—Walk. 14—Gallop. 


This type of training undoubtedly will 
be continued at Aqueduct until the plane 
leaves for Louisville 3 or 4 days before the 
Derby. 

“I reai'y hate to see this place go,’ 
Nerud said of Aqueduct. “You couldn’t 
ask for a better track to train a horse on. 
He should be able to go from here and 
win on a back road. That’s one of the 
reasons I’ve decided to wait to send him 
down to the Derby. 

“Horses I’ve trained here have gone on 
and won on all different sorts of tracks. 
I'll miss it. But Mr. Fitz trains over it 
too. so that makes us kind of even. But 
at least I’ve managed to steal his black- 
smith for part-time to make it a little more 
even.” Nerud was referring to Larry 
Gotteshimer. who Mr. Fitz has used for 
years but was at that moment shoeing one 
of the Nerud-trained horses. 

“Look.” continued Nerud, “when I got 
these horses from California last August 
I took a look at the bloodlines Mr. Lowe 
had bought. I felt that you had to have a 
good one someplace with all that blood. 
I had the wrong one at first—*Gray Man, 
and I still think that he will turn out to 
be a good one—but I wouldn’t want to put 
him in a class with *Gallant Man. You 
don’t hardly get this kind anymore.”

The best 2-year-old in the U. S. in 1908 was 
Sir Martin, the older half-brother to Sir Barton 
(Derby, Preakness, Belmont), St. Henry, and Lady 
Doreen (dam of Princess Doreen). At the end of 
the season owner and breeder John E. Madden 
sold him to Louis W. Winans for a_ reported 
$70,000. Winans shipped the colt to England, 
where he was favored in the English Derby the 
following year. In the Derby he fell while making 
his challenge. He later won the Coronation Cup 
and Challenge Stakes, and was raced until 7 years 
of age. He was retired to stud in England but 
through an oversight on his owner’s part was in- 
eligible for the British stud book. However, he 
was mated with the winner of the Epsom Oaks 
of 1915, Snow Marten. In 1919 A. B. Hancock 
purchased the mare *Martha Snow, Snow Marten’s 
feal to the cover of Sir Martin. (Sir Martin 
himself was repurchased by Madden after the death 
of Winans in 1919 and brought back to the U. S. 
to stand at Hamburg Place.) 

*Martha Snow bred the top-class Nimba, the 
stakes winner Calumet Dick, and White Favor, 
granddam of Jota Jota. 

Jota Jota was foaled April 4, 1954, at the Crown 
Crest Farm of Mr. and Mrs. Howard Reineman, 
Lexington, who sold her privately as a yearling to 
J. P. Headley. Headley put her into the Saratoga 
yearling sales, where she was bought for $10,000 
by Harry F. Guggenheim’s Cain Hoy Stable. 

Jota Jota on August 10 won her first start, de- 
feating maidens at Saratoga by 6 lengths. In her 
third and last start of the year she was second 
to Alanesian in the Spinaway Stakes, and at the 
year’s end she was given 107 pounds in the Ex- 
perimental Free Handicap. Unplaced in her first 
start this year at Gulfstream Park, she won her 
next by a nose. At Keeneland she was second 
to her stablemate Nile Lily at 6 furlongs on 
April 11, and for the Ashland Stakes on April 18 
the Cain Hoy entry was favored at 3 to 10. 

Nile Lily took command from the pace-setting 
Queen Wirra entering the stretch, then was en- 
gazed by Lori-El. Jota Jota, 4 to 5 lengths back 
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ertering the stretch, caught the leaders to win by 
2 lengths from Lori-El. 

Jota Jota—the name is a Spanish JJ — is the 
first stakes winner this year for Double Jay, which 
stands at Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky.. and his 8th 
all told. Crown Crest Farm has entered a yearling 
half-sister to Jota Jota in the Keeneland summer 
sales. Hopefully foaled a colt by *Sea Charger at 
Crown Crest on April 13° and will be bred to 
Mark-Ye-Well.

The Wood Memorial is the principal springboard 
for springing a horse from Long Island into the 
Kentvcky Derby. It hasn’t sprung a winner of 
the Derby in the last 10 years, but in the 17-year 
period ending with 1946 it had 6 winners which 
went on to wear the roses at Churchill Downs: 
Gallant Fox in 1930, Twenty Grand in 1931, 
Johnstown in 1939, Count Fleet in 1943, Hoop. 
Jr. in 1945, and Assault in 1946. Its winners in 
the last 10 years have included the Derby seconds 
Phalanx, Hill Prince, Native Dancer, and Nashua. 
The 1957 renewal resulted in a new track record 
and a photo-finish between the principal Eastern 
contenders for the Kentucky classic. 

Bold Ruler went to the post at odds of 1 to 2. 
He broke on top and opened a 3%-length lead over 
Mister Jive in the first quarter, with *Gallant Man 
about 2 lengths farther back. Arcaro kept him 
under restraint as Mister Jive moved up on the 
rail in the backstretch, and did not open the 
throttle until John Choquette drove *Gallant Man 
alongside near three-eighths marker. The 
classically bred challenger gained a narrow lead 
near the top of the stretch and carried on gamely 
to the wire. Arcaro kept Bold Ruler going under 
a strong whip and got him up in the last few 
strides to gain the decision by a nose. 

The second-choice Ambehaving struck his right 
stifle violently against the starting gate, his saddle 
slipped. and he was left several lengths behind 
the field. Too lame to run and too game to give 


up, he galloped on behind the field, resisting Bill 
Shoemaker’s efforts to pull him up. 

Bold Ruler had run the first 4 quarters at a 
uniform rate, in :24, :24, :24, and :24%, and he 
got the last furlong in :12%5. lowering by two-fifths 
of a second the track record set by the 4-year-old 
Bryan G, under 117 pounds in October, 1951. 

In winning the Flamingo Stakes at Hialeah Park 
Bold Ruler had lowered Spartan Valor’s 5-year-old 
track record for 14% miles to 1:47 and missed by 
a fifth of a second the world record shared by 
*Noor, Alidon, and Swaps. When Gen. Duke de- 
feated Bold Ruler in the Florida Derby he ran 
the fastest 1% miles ever recorded by a 3-year-old; 
the time for 1% miles was 1:46%, cutting 14% 
seconds from Needles’ track record and equaling the 
world record. 

Foaled April 6, 1954, at Claiborne Farm in Ken- 
tucky, Bold Ruler is the fourth foal of Miss Disco 
and the first to reflect her merit as a race mare. 
Miss Disco had a bay filly by Tom Fool on Feb- 
ruary 5 and was returned to *Nasrullah. Pedigree 
and family notes appeared in The Blood-Horse 
ef February 9, page 378.

In April, 1951, Gough W. Thompson bought the 
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9-year-old mare Sweep In from Calumet Farm. Her 
first foal for Thompson was Inswept. born March 
26, 1954, at Miss Mildred Woolwine’s White Oaks

Go 
Lightly’s dam, Whirling Lark, also was purchased 
by Thompson from Calumet Farm. 

Sweep In was sold to Dr. F. A. O’Keefe’s Pine 
Brook Farms, Warrenton, Va., for $4,500 at the 
1955 Keeneland fall sales. She has a_ yearling 
Sun Again colt, which will be sold at Saratoga, 
and a suckling filly by Royal Coinage.

RECOLLECTIONS 


King for a Day 


Many a horse in Turf history is re- 
membered chiefly for one big race — Tak- 
alon, *Azucar. Kerry Patch, Red Rain, 
Broker’s Tip, Gallahadion. Another is 
Savable. winner of the Futurity of 1902. 

Savable. a bay colt by Salvator—Strath- 
flower, had his best season as a 2-year-old 
in 1902. He won other races, but it was 
on an August afternoon at Sheepshead Bay 
when he literally stole the biggest juve- 
nile classic of the year and put over one 
of the biggest “killings” in history. 

Savable made his debut at Churchill 
Dewns on May 6, 1902, under the green- 
and-white cap of Pat Dunne. Ridden by 
Jim Winkfield in a 414-furlong sprint, he 
made a show of his field. Interesting 
enough was the fact that the second 
horse. 6 lengths astern, was The Picket. 
another maiden. 

The Vernal Stakes. at Hawthorne, was 
Savable’s next start, and he won again. 
Some fair youngsters followed him home 
— Stem Winder, Sidney C. Love. and Wat- 
kins Overton. Winkfield again rode the 
winner. 

The Salvator colt’s next trip postward 
was in the Maywood Stakes at Washing- 
ton Park on July 9. Mr. Dunne ran an 
entry of Savable (121, Monk Coburn up) 
and Early (121, W. Buchanan). It was a 
rainy, muddy day, and Early won. with 
Savable third. Early wasn’t a bad horse 
himself; Judge Himes beat him by only 
a nose in the Kentucky Derby of 1903. 


K. Kelman’s Grand Canyon (without blinkers) won the $50,000 Southern Cross Handicap at Gulfstream Park on April 
Flying Chief (2) was third in the field of 12. The Southern Cross 


Shortly after this, Savable was sold to 
John A. Drake. who had one of the most 
powerful stables in the country at the 
time. Drake, son of a former governor of 
Iowa. had as partner and backer John W., 
(Bet-A-Million) Gates, the most fabulous 
plunger who ever bucked bookies, cards, 
or wheels. Their trainer was Enoch Wish- 
ard, one of the 3 or 4 top men in America, 
and the jockey who wore the turquoise 
blue was no less than Lucien Lyne, “the 
man with the hands of silk.” At this same 
meeting the Drake-Gates confederacy took 
the American Derby with Wyeth. 

The Hyde Park Stakes was Savable’s 
first outing under the Drake silks. He was 
up against a fine horse in Dick Welles and 
finished second. Early was third. 

The Drake outfit then shipped to Sara- 
toga, and Wishard set to work putting 
the finishing touches on Savable for the 
Futurity, a few weeks hence. The colt 
went to the post in an overnight race on 
August 19. Artful won, and Savable, 
with a stableboy named P. Hewitt in the 
saddle, came in sixth. 

For the opening day of the fall meeting 
at Sheephead Bay, August 30, the weather 
was fine and the track was fast. Nearly 
50.000 persons saw the race (including 
your correspondent) and more than $1, 
000.000 changed hands on the result. 

The Keene entry — Dazzling, Flying 
Prince, Duster. and White Chapel — was 
first in favor at 3 to 1. Second choice 
was the Whitney-Duryea pair, Irish Lad

Third in demand 
were Mr. Belmont’s colts, Lord of the 
Vale. Mizzen, and Fire Eater. at 7 to 1. 
Quoted against the others were these 
odds: Blue Ribbon, 10 to 1; Hurstbourne 
and Golden Maxim, 12 to 1; Skillful. 
15 to 1: Merry Reel, 20 to 1; Eugenia 
Burch. 25 to 1; Africander. 30 to 1: 
Leipsic. Mesmer, Invincible, Payne, and 
Bensonhurst. 60 to 1; Monte Carlo and 
Florite. 100 to 1. Savable was backed 
from 30 to 1 down to 8 to 1, and Drake 
and Gates. together with their betting 
connections, were credited with taking 
pore than $300,000 out of the bookmaking 
ring. 

The Jockey Club’s regular starter, C. J. 
FitzGerald. was ill, and Mr. C. H. Pettin- 
gill, associate judge, assumed command ai 
the barrier. (Pettingill also started the 
1893 American Derby and the Sanford 
Stakes at Saratoga, the only time Man o° 
War was beaten.) He had long experience 
at many other tracks outside of New 
York before being engaged by The Jockey 
Club to assist McDowell in placing the 
horses at the finish. 

Pettingill, when the record Futurity field 
arrived at the post, had to deal with the 
best jockeys in the country, including Lu- 
cien Lyne. Parsy McCue, Willie Shaw. 
Jack Martin, Louis Smith, Nash Turner. 
Harry Cochran, George Odom, John Bull- 
man, Tommy Burns, Winnie O’Connor, Ar- 
thur Redfern, Sam Doggett, among others. 

Most of the 2-year-clds were ablaze with 
excitement. So were nearly all the jockeys. 
Two assistant starters used bull whips to 
subdue the most unruly horses. Pettingill 
threatened to fine jockey Coburn $500 if 
he didn’t stop rushing White Chapel at 
the barrier. Burns, who had the mount 
on Acefull, was told that unless he made 
his mount stand still he would be sus- 
pended. 

After a delay of 10 minutes, Pettingill 
saw all of the Futurity candidates standing 
close to the tape. Instantly he pressed 
the electric button, releasing the barrier. 
and they broke like a troop of cavalry. 
It was a magnificent start, executed so 
far away from the crowd that it couldn't 
be seen. Yet Pettingill covered himself 
with glory. 

Lord of the Vale, a fast breaker. quick- 
ly showed in front, closely attended by 
Hurstbourne, Savable, Irish Lad. Dazzling 
and Africander. This order was main- 
tained passing the bend and well into the 
last quarter. Fifteen yards from the 
judges’ line of vision Lord of the Vale. 
leading Savable by a neck, was taking 
cruel punishment with the gameness of a 
bulldog. But when Savable, responding to 
Lyne’s whip, challenged. the Belmont colt 
had nothing left, and Savable won by 2 
inches. according to the presiding judge. 
the late Clarence McDowell. Lord of the 
Vale was second, and Dazzling took third 
money by a nose from the late Julius Fleis- 
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John Drake, left, and John (Bet-A-Million) Gates, right, had Savable for 


the 1902 Futurity, the most important success of his career.

chmann’s Hurstbourne. Africander and 
the mighty Irish Lad were heads apart. 
beth under the lash, with Payne. Skillful. 
Golden Maxim, Blue Ribbon, and Mizzen 
bunched together less than 3 lengths be- 
hind Irish Lad. 

Lyne sat in the floral horseshoe. and 
Drake and Gates garnered $44,000 as the 
winner’s share. besides what they slaugh- 
tered the bookies for. This was Savable’s 
ast race of the year. 

The stable wintered at Cumberland 
Park, Nashville. Drake and Gates had 
another coming champion in the barn, too. 
although they didn’t know it then — 
Roseben, still a yearling. 

Savable was not hurried, and did not 
make his first start until the summer of 
1903. At Harlem on June 8 he ran a 


corking good race to beat McChesney. 


which was a year older. With 92 pounds 
up and Tommy Meade in the saddle at a 
mile and 70 yards it was Savable. Me- 
Chesney (110. C. Gray) and Hermencia 
(102. D. Adkins). 


Then came the American Derby. the 
goal of every good 3-year-old. Savable was 
ihe favorite, as expected. With the great 
Lester Reiff brought back from England 
to ride him, it seemed he was in. None 
in the field of 19 was more confident, 
however, than Almer Helgesen, rider of 
The Picket. a maiden and rank outsider. 
The Picket galloped to an easy victory, 
with Claude second, and Rome Respes 
bernays third. Savable was fourth in a 
rough race. He was marked from bumping 
and hard riding. and Reiff hung up his 


tack, 


At Sheepshead Bay, Savable was sent 
out for the Lawrence Realization. But 
the Eastern 3-year-olds had advanced on 
their form of the previous year. and the 
Drake colt was no match for Africander 
(Bullman up) and Golden Maxim (H. 
Cochran up). Frank O'Neill rode Savable 
to third, in front of Whorler, Shorthose, 
Biack Hussar, and Cardinal Wolsey. 

Savable went down after this. A year 
later he won the Van Cortlandt, a sprint 
handicap at Morris Park. and was third 
in the New Rochelle, and eventually be- 
came the property of Phil Chinn an 
earned his keep in selling races.

Paris. In each of the last 10 years the 
winner of the One Thousand Guineas or 
Two Thousand Guineas has been a filly 
or colt ranked among the leading 10 in 
the Free Handicap. Thus it seems advis- 
able. while the English flat racing season 
is in its early stages, to give special atten- 
tion to the Free Handicap leaders, as they 
were ranked by Mr. G. H. Freer. 

At the top of the list is the filly Sarcelle, 
which ran 3 times in 1955, always at 6 fur- 
longs. without being defeated. She won 
her first race. at Salisbury on August 15, 
before scoring a 5-length victory in the 
Imperial Produce Stakes at Kempton Park. 
In the Cheveley Park Stakes at Newmarket, 
which usually determines the 2-year-old 
filly championship, she won by 3 lengths 
from Taittinger and Angelet. Her sire, 
the French horse Amour Drake, very 
nearly won the 1949 Epsom Derby for 
Leon Volterra: Sarcelle is his first top- 
class runner. The dam, Sarie (Nearco— 
Gold Mary. by Solario), had produced 3 
previous winners; she goes back to Simon’s 
Shoes. granddam of the Irish triple crown 
winner Windsor Slipper and of the One 
Thousand Guineas and winner 
Godiva. 

Sarcelle is the fifth foal of Sarie. The 
other 4. all in the U. S., include *Prefect 
Ii (Chesterfield Cup, Linton Stakes). 
*Herculus (Erroll Stakes), and *Soft 
Lights If (One Thousand Guineas Trial 
Stakes). 

The best colt, Pipe of Peace, was beaten 
a neck in his first start, at the end of May, 
and won his 3 later races, the last 2 being 
the Rous Memorial at Goodwood and the 
Middle Park Stakes, in which he was a 
neck better than the French colt Wayne. 
Supreme Court, his sire, won the King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes. 
The dam. Red Briar (Owen Tudor— 
Infra Red. by Ethnarch), a winner at 2 
and 3. has produced the One Thousand 
Guineas second Big Berry. The second 
dam. Infra Red, is a half-sister to *Jacopo 
and *Foray II and sister to Eclair, dam 
of *Khaled and *Piping Rock. 

Eudaemon. the second-best colt, is from 
the same family; his second dam, Lady 
Electra. is a full sister to Infra Red. He 
was bred in France by Phil Bull, and is 
by *Ardan’s very successful brother 
Pardal. Eudaemon was second in_ his 
first race and won his other 5 starts. con- 
cluding with victories over *Skindles Hotel 
in the Gimcrack and over Red God and 
Military Law in the Champagne Stakes.

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Stakes, his second start, but he was a 
close-up third in his 3 other races, behind 
Fulfer and Crepello in the Windsor Castle 
Stakes; behind Eudaemon and Red God. 
beaten a head and a neck, in the Cham- 
pagne; and behind Pipe of Peace and 
Wayne in the Middle Park. He is by Court 
Martial, leading English sire of 2-year- 
olds, and his French dam is out of Quand?, 
by *Kantar out of the Prix de Diane and 
Prix Vermeille winner Quoi?, whose dam, 
*Quarantaine, produced in the U. S. the 
Grand National Steeplechase winner 
Battleship. by Man o° War. 

Gaza Time ran only twice. He won the 
Berkshire Foal Stakes quite easily at the 
end of June, and was second to Military 
Law in the National Breeders’ Produce 
Stakes, giving the winner 9 pounds. His 
sire, Palestine, winner of the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas and St. James’s Palace 
Stakes, has bred only sprinters; his dam, 
however, won over 144 miles. 

Red God, bred in the U. S., beat 
*Skindles Hotel by half a length in the 
6-furlong Richmond Stakes at Goodwood. 
This was his only win in 4 starts, but he 
was beaten only a head by Eudaemon in 
the Middle Park. His dam is a half-sister 
to the dam of Crafty Admiral. 

*Skindles Hotel, like Red God, is now 
in the U. S. His sire never won beyond 
three-quarters of a mile, and there is no 
classic stock in the immediate family. He 
beat the speedy Ennis in the New Stakes 
at Ascot. was second to Red God in the 
Richmond Stakes. second to Eudaemon in 
the Gimcrack, then won twice at 5 fur- 
longs, in the Rous Stakes at Doncaster 
and the Prix d’Arenberg at Longchamp. 

Ennis, descended from a sprinting line, 
won 4 races before finishing second to 
*Skindles Hotel in the New Stakes. After- 


wards he easily won the Lavant Stakes at 
Goodwood and defeated the 3-year-old 
sprinter Matador by a head in the Nun- 
ihorpe Sweepstakes at York. 

Crepello, which ranks tenth in the Free 
Handicap, is by the classic stayer Dona- 
tello II, and his dam, Crepuscule {Mieuxce 
—Red Sunset. by Solario). goes back to 
the great French mare Dorina. He is a 
half-brother to the 1956 One Thousand 
Guineas winner Honeylight. In 3. starts 
he was secoad to Fulfer in the Windsor 
Castle Stakes, a close-up fourth in the 
Middle Park, and easy winner of the 7- 
furlong Dewhurst Stakes at Newmarket. 

Angelet and Taittinger share the second 
rank among the fillies. The former ran 
only twice, winning the Tattersall Sale 
Stakes and finishing an unlucky third in 
the Cheveley Park. Her sire, Nimbus, won 
the Two Thousand Guineas and Derby, 
and her granddam, Everlasting, by 
Phalaris, produced the leading Australian 
stallion Delville Wood. 

Taittinger won the Princess Margaret 
Stakes in her third start, then was third 
to Eudaemon in the Gimcrack and second 
to Sarcelle in the Cheveley Park, beaten 3 
lengths. Her fourth dam is the Irish 
Oaks winner Snow Maiden, whose dam, 
Snoot, produced the St. Leger winner 
Caligula and was granddam of the Bel- 
mont Stakes winner American Flag. 

First Tests of the Year 


Four of the leaders have made their 
reappearance as 3-year-olds. The sprinter 
Ennis led all the way in the 5-furlong 
Severals Stakes at Newmarket, reaching 
the finish with an advantage of three- 
quarters of a length over the 4-year-old 
Vigo (by Vilmorin), with Gratitude third 
and Matador fourth. Three of the first 
4 were sons of the sprinter Golden Cloud. 

Eudaemon won the one-mile Column 
Produce Stakes at Newmarket April 10, 
taking the lead in the last quarter and 
holding a margin of 114 lengths over Alexis 
(Alycidon—Participation, by Precipita- 
tion), which was receiving 12 pounds. 
Alexis, in 2 starts last year, had finished 
fifth in the Imperial Produce Stakes and 
Duke of Edinburgh Stakes.

at Calumet for a job. and I went to work as 
a groom in cne of the broodmare barns 
in September, 1947.” 

After about 4 months with the brood- 
mares, Miller was sent to the yearling 
barn, where he spent a year before leav- 
ing the Calumet job in December, 1948. 

“It was valuable experience for any- 
body who wanted to go on the race track,” 
he said, “particularly the work with the 
yearlings.” 

Wintered on Mash 


Immediately after leaving Calumet. 
Miller became foreman for trainer Kirtley 
Cleveland at Cary C. Boshamer’s winter 
training center at Clover, S. C. Cleveland 
had trained horses for Mack’s father for 
several years. and it was through Cleve- 
land that young Miller had had his first 
intimate association with horses. 

“When we arrived at Boshamer’s farm.” 
Mack said, “I told Kirtley that there was 
a plane back to Lexington in a couple of 
hours. and I was going right back to the 
airport so that I could get on it. We 
were taking Boshamer’s second string; E. 
H. Gaines, his head trainer, had the good 
horses in the stable. There were 20 horses 
we were supposed to train, and when I 
got my first look at them I wanted to come 
home. They were all skinny, with poor 
coats. It was the tenth of January, and 
we were supposed to have that bunch 
ready to go to the races by the first of 
April. 

“Kirtley told me, ‘Don’t worry. boy, it 
can be done. You go get a 50-gallon 
drum and bring it to the barn and we'll 
fix a mash. I got the drum, and we 
began to feed those horses a cooked mash. 
I never have seen horses improve as 
quickly as those did, and [ve been a 
great believer in feeding a mash in winter 
quarters ever since. 

“Kirtley and I both worked hard those 
next 3 months—in fact I don’t think I 
ever worked harder on any job I ever had. 
I groomed 4 Lorses every day, took care of 
the doctoring. and did the feeding. At 
the end of March Mr. Boshamer invited

several of his friends down for trials at his 
training track. Each race had a _ horse 
from Gaines’ stable and one from ours. 
Of course. everybody expected Gaines’ 
horses to win. since he had the pick of the 
stable. 

“Ours looked awfully good. and Kirtley 
thought we would do all right. Actually. 
the horses ran too well for our own good. 
After the trials, Mr. Boshamer took the 
best horses from our stable and gave 
them to Gaines. Cleveland quit, and we 
came back to Kentucky. 


“Cleveland was one of the best men I’ve 
ever seen at conditioning a horse, and I 
learned a lot from him. He believed feed- 
ing and going slow with horses were about 
the most important things in running a 
stable. and he never asked a horse to do 
more than he was ready to do.” 


“And We Both Starved” 


Back in Kentucky. Miller picked up his 
first ‘training assignment when Tommy 
Stevens gave him 5 horses to take to 
Chicago. “I didn’t have the horses on 
my own.” Miller said. “Tommy called me 
every few days. They weren't much 
horses. and the principal job was to try 
and sell them. By the first of August I 
had sold 2 »f the horses. and the others 
were ready to turn out. so I came home.” 

After breaking a few yearlings at 
Keeneland during the fall and winter. 
Miller took a small public stable to Chi- 
cago in the spring of 1950. “I raced a 
few horses at the Chicago tracks for the 
next 2 years,” he said. “The first year 
I starved; the next year I got married. and 
we both starved.” 

Mack married Martha McCauley. who 
lived a block and a half from the Miller 
home in Versailles. For the last 6 years 
Martha has done all the bookkeeping and 
check-writing for the stable, and she has 
acquired a few broodmares, which are 
boarded at her father’s farm near 
Versailles. 

“In 1952 it looked like the tide was 
finally turning.” Mack said. “I raced in 
New Jersey with Bob’s Betty and a couple 
of other fair horses. I don’t mean that 


I made much money, but it was a good 
year in comparison.” 

Bob’s Betty, by *The Sultan—Jane’s 
Hope. by *Shifting Sands II, was bred by 
Foster and Miller and raced for Mack’s 
father. In 1952 she won 4 races against 
good company—beat *Coffee Money, 
General Staff. and War King at 6 
furlongs—and_ finished third in the 
Colonial and Regret Handicaps. Early 
in 1953 Bob’s Betty scored a handy victory 
over Singing Beauty and Blue Rhymer, 
and Mack was offered $35,000 for the 
mare. He turned it down because the 
Colonial was coming up again and he felt 
she had a good chance. The chart notes 
for the Colonial tell the story: “Bob's 
Betty loomed dangerous on the far turn. 
but broke down entering the last furlong.” 
The injury was a badly broken sesamoid, 
and it was necessary to destroy the mare. 

About a month later, in July. Miller 
accepted his first and only contract job. 
with the Saxon Stable of M. R. Prestridge 
and L. R. Allison. The stable’s top horse. 
Invigorator. had been sidelined by injuries 
shortly before Miller took over. but he 
returned the horse to training the next 
spring. and in July, 1954. about a month 
after Miller left the stable. he won the 
Edgemere and Brooklyn Handicaps. 


“T was tired from the Allison and 
Prestridge job about the first of June. 
1954.” Miller recalled, “and I would guess 
that would be just about rock-bottom in 
my experience. I tried to hustle a few 
horses in New York, couldn’t get any, and 
came back to Kentucky as a trainer with- 
out any horses to train. I think that’s the 
history of most fellows starting out in 
the horse business—the first few years are 
a struggle to keep your head above water. 

“IT came back to Kentucky, and at the 
time of the Keeneland sales I saw Howard 
Rouse and W. M. Wickham looking at 
yearlings together. I walked up to Wick- 
ham and told him I was out of a job and 
would appreciate the chance to break any 
yearlings he bought. He bought 5 or 6 


and turned them over to me for breaking. 
Late that fall Mrs. Joe Goodwin turned 
her horses over to me for winter training. 
and the next spring I took her horses and 
some others to New York.” 

In the Goodwin stable was Oil Painting.

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which won 7 of 14 starts under Miller’s 
direction in 1955, including the Distaff., 
Champlain. Step Lightly, Maskette, and 
Falls City Handicaps, and earned $89,100. 
The stable’s total earnings for the year 
were $137,150. 

Last year was the best. Miller’s horses 
won $240.000. He developed Leallah and 
Lebkuchen. which late in the season 
indicated she would be a high-class filly 
over a route. These were trained for 
clients who came to Miller for the first 
time in 1956, Clay and Dr. Asbury. 


For the last 2 years Miller has raced 
his stable at New York tracks until about 
October 1, then shipped to Kentucky for 
the fall meetings at Keeneland and 
Churchill Downs. After Churchill Downs 
closes in mid-November most of the 
horses are turned out on their owners’ 
farms: a few go to Florida for winter 
racing with cther trainers. Those on the 
farm and the newly-turned 2-year-olds are 
picked up in January and put in training 
at Keeneland. About April 1 most of the 
stable is shipped to New York, a few 
horses remaining at Keeneland to take ad- 
vantage of slightly warmer weather. After 
the Keeneland spring meeting the entire 
stable is assembled in New York, 

This schedule limits Miller’s racing to a 
little more than 6 months, but Mack feels 
that the routine has advantages which 
compensate for the months without purse 
money. 

“The last couple of years.” he said. “I 
have been able to race most of my horses 


from May to November—and they have 
been ready for a rest by November, 
particularly the fillies. With most fillies, 
I don’t think anything will make them go 
off their form quicker than too much 
racing or too much training. 

The schedule simplifies housekeeping. 
The Millers rented a new home in 
Versailles last year, and Mack is there 
from October through April. Except for 
the journey to Saratoga, he and Martha 
are on Long Island all summer. 

The third advantage is that the schedule 
allows the Millers a definite vacation 
from racing each year. “After you spend 
7 days a week at the track for over 10 
months,” Mack said, “It’s a wonderful 
feeling to get that last horse loaded for 
the farm.” 

The schedule suits Miller’s clients. too. 
Said Charlton Clay. as he stood in front 
of Leallah’s stall at Keeneland: “I can’t 
help but think that 2-year-olds do better 
at 3 if they are turned out during the 
winter and allowed to grow.” 

Later. over another cup of tea, Miller 
said, “It’s just like John Ward said. The 
experienced ewner is the best to work for. 
They know that going slow in the spring 
can make the difference between  win- 
ning a big race later or shipping back to 
the farm after a couple of races. But 
there is a big difference in new owners. 
The new clients I have now are reasonable 
men. And reasonable men make your job 
a lot easier.” Dan M. Bowman III
